Outcome of Hot Campaign, Waged on Issue of Party

"To learn to plan" should be the 
slogan of the American youth of to- 
day. This statement was made by 
Mrs. Ethel Davison, of the Home Eco- 
nomic Staff of the State Department 
of Education, in an address given at 
the Narberth Parent-Teachers' Asso- 
ciation meeting on Monday evening. 

Mrs. Davison, speaking on "Voca- 
tional and Economic Effectiveness," 
said that one's happiness and content- 
ment depended primarily upon the 
l.in.i of vocation one chose. "Our 
children in Junior High Schools are 
being helped to find their particular 
vocation with the sincere co-operation 
of understanding parents and teach- 
ers. Work, love, play and worship 
are contributing forces to make life- 
work happy and satisfying," she said. 
This interesting talk was most help- 
ful to a very appreciative audience. 

Five members of the school orches- 
tra, under the direction of Miss Pran- 
ces Fricke, played three selections. 
Miss Margaret Squier played two pi- 
ano solos, the second one a composi- 
tion played entirely with the left 
hand. 

Mrs. Samuel McCartney, president 
of the local organization, was unani- 
mously elected a delegate to the con- 
vention of the National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, to be held at 
Minneapolis, Minn., the third week of 
May.

The Primary election next Tuesday 
will decide many candidacies for 
places on the regular party tickets 
next fall and for important members 
of Pennsylvania's delegation to the 
national party conventions, but for 
the people of Narberth the great in- 
terest of the day will center around 
offices which usually are little regard- 
ed. Those are the places on the local 
Republican Committee, of which there 
are two in each of the three districts, 
one man and one woman in each dis- 
trict 

Ordinarily little attention has been 
paid by Narberth voters to the com- 
mittee places, and it has often been 
necessary to solicit citizens to permit 
the use of their names for those par- 
ty offices. This year a hot campaign 
has been waged in connection with 
them, because they are actually the 
Republican organization of the Bor- 
ough. The present incumbents were 
regularly elected two years ago and 
served harmoniously until the primary 
campaign of last fall, when the can- 
didacies of two local men, Lou Young 
and Fred Walzer, for high county of- 
fices, both standing on so-called "in- 
dependent" tickets, split the commit- 
tee. Some of the members supported 
the irregulars and the others remain- 
ed loyal to the organization. 

Mr. Young and Mr. Walzer both 
carried Narberth by majorities that 
attested that their personal home-town 
popularity had broken down party 
regularity, but the votes against them 
in the other parts of the county caus- 
ed their defeat. Those members of 
the local committee who remained loy- 
al last fall were discomfited so far 
as their home-town was concerned, 
but nevertheless had the satisfaction 
of seeing the Organization win de- 
cisively outside. 

Such contests, when intensively 
waged in a voting area no larger than 
Narberth, leave behind them cleav- 
ages which are not so quickly repair- 
ed as sound political judgment might 
dictate. It is the feeling of the "in- 
dependents," now apparently led by 
J. J. Cabrey, that inasmuch as they 
carried the Borough last fall, they 
actually are the Republican majority 
and that therefore they should nomi- 
nate and elect their own committee, 
thereby bringing about the elimina- 
tion of those present members who, 
though admittedly loyal to the upper 
reaches of the party, do not repre- 
sent the sentiments and wishes of a 
majority of the party in Narberth. 

As soon as it became clearly evi- 
dent that Mr. Cabrey and his follow- 
ers had selected candidates of their 
own for the committee places, Henry 
A. Smith, president of the Johnson 
Republican Club of Narberth, en- 
deavored to affect some compromise 
with Mr. Cabrey, by means of which 
both sides could agree on committee 
candidates and a renewal of last fall's 
fight might be avoided. Mr. Smith 
has stated that nothing came of his 
overtures. Mr. Cabrey has not de- 



nied that such peace proposals were 
proferred, and the hot campaign 
which has been waged in the Borough 
and in the columns of Our Town for 
the past several weeks would amply 
appear to indicate that the voters 
must decide again between the regu- 
lars and the independents of Nar- 
berth. 

The regulars, led by Mr. Smith, are 
supporting the re-election of Fire 
Chief Charles V. Noel, Mrs. Louise 
Voss Cockrill and Mrs. Maude K. 
Reevs for the committee places, and 
the others, led by Mr. Cabrey, are sup- 
porting Arthur Cooke, Mrs. A. C. 
Miller and Mrs. Robert M. Town to 
take their places. It is the first time 
that a political campaign, involving 
loyalty to the Organization, has been 
waged in Narberth with strictly local 
candidates on both sides. 

George 0. Schroder and Mrs. Mar- 
garet U. Griswold are incumbents in 
the Second and Third Districts who 
are running for re-election without 
opposition. 

Mr. Cabrey and Mr. Walzer are ex- 
perienced and resourceful campaign- 
ers. They are popular leaders with 
loyal friends. Mr. Smith, who has 
lived on Windsor avenue for many 
years, is not so well known in the Bor- 
ough because he took no active part 
in local campaigns before last fall, 
when he was selected by the Johnson 
followers here to lead their somewhat 
forlorn fight against the independent 
faction. A surprising element of the 
campaign which is now closing is the 
previously hidden resources of 
strength which Mr. Smith has been 
able to uncover here, with the result 
that the Organization cause in this 
campaign has been well advanced by 
a highly representative group of act- 
ive workers. The result is that today 
no one can confidently predict the 
outcome. 

It has been noticeable that the writ- 
ers for each side of this contest have 
previously had little to say regard- 
ing their own or the other candidates 
for the committee places, but have 
filled columns of newspaper type with 
arguments regarding the fundamen- 
tal issue of party regularity. Both 
sides are supporting the entire coun- 
ty ticket. Apparently Lou Young's 
present independent candidacy for As- 
semblyman against Fred Peters, the 
Organization incumbent, is not at- 
tracting the support of those who 
fought shoulder to shoulder with him 
last fall. But as the voters of Nar- 
berth must decide this committee fight 
on the basis of the candidates them- 
selves, Our Town has endeavored to 
secure a statement regarding each 
one from his own friends. Those 
statements follow: 

Charles V. Noel 

Mr. Noel has been a member of the 
Narberth Fire Department since 1904 
and chief since 1911. Outside au- 
thorities, including Chief Ross Davis, 
of the Philadelphia Fire Department,

Narberth' 's Death Warrant 

There is a physical Narberth, 
small in area, with a tax base that 
is narrow for school purposes. 
There is a sentimental Narberth, 
which is large in the place that it 
fills in the affections of its citizens 
and which may prove to be the 
stronger of the two when the mem- 
bers of the voluntary committee 
start to circulate that petition, 
which must contain the signatures 
of two-thirds of the resident tax- 
payers before the Court can even 
consider the subject of annulling 
the Borough Charier. 

We conceive it to be just as 
much our duty to our readers to 
report this phase of the merger 
proposal as to give space to the 
really excellent reports which the 
citizens' committee has been pre- 
paring in favor of the merger with 
the Township. The publicity which 
lias already been given to the work 
of that committee lias caused a 
valuable discussion of the subject 
wherever Narberth people have 
come together — on trains, on the 
street, in Davis' ''forum" and over 
teacups and card tables. 

If there are any persons who 
think that the political future of 
Narberth can be decided by means 
of a financial balance sheet, they 
would be amazed if they could 
have overheard some of these con- 
versations. Narberth did not be- 
come a borough because the people 
who happened to be living here 37 
years ago wanted to save some of 
their own tax money. It was be- 
cause those people desired inde- 
pendent self-government and were 
willing to pay the tax bill neces- 
sary. It was clearly apparent in 
those days that it might cost more 
to have a borough government than 
to remain in the then backward 
Township. 

A majority of those real found- 
ers of the Borough have passed on, 
but the charter of the Borough 
which they obtained and the works 
which they accomplished under 
that charter still remain, ilany of 
the present residents of Narberth 
have inherited the viewpoint, the 
ideals and the sentiments of that 
older generation. They do not 
want the charter annulled. They 
do not want the name changed. 
They deliberately chose Narberth 
for their home sites. They have 
taken pride in a name which close 
neighbors of a different social out- 
look have sneered at. They have 
built character and quality and 
real merit into that name, and a 
deep sentiment is aroused in them 
by tlie present developments. 

If it is merely a question of 
saving a few thousand dollars, and 
excellent community services are to 
be curtailed anyway, why not re- 
main independent and do our own 
curt-ailing, as may be necessary, or 
spend our own money and procure 
for ourselves those things which 
now make the Borough superior to 
the Township, regardless of what 
they cost? 

AVe mention these points because 
the members of the Merger Com- 
mittee might well be warned now 
that they will come into contact 
with them just as soon as they start 
out with their petition asking for 
signatures to the death warrant of 
Narberth. 



A Local Emergency 

Seven hundred and fifty families 
on the Main Line are in dire want, 
and no funds are left with which 
to provide them with the barest 
necessities of life. This is revealed 
in an appeal issued this week by 
E. W. Ehmann, chairman of the 



Main Line Emergency Committee. 

The relief agencies of the Main 
Line from Overbrook to Malvern 
find themselves with funds ex- 
hausted. The appeal has been 
made to every citizen of the terri- 
tory to share in carrying the bur- 
den until the families involved are 
self-sustaining. 

Last November the local com- 
mittee received from the United 
Campaign the full amount it re- 
quested — $100,000, which was 
deemed sufficient to meet local 
needs until next November's cam- 
paign. The demand has been so 
heavy that another $75,000 must 
be raised at once. This is in addi- 
tion to any help which may be 
obtained under the Talbot bill. 

That only the barest necessities 
— food, shelter, clo tiling and medi- 
cal care — are being provided is 
shown in the fact that the relief 
allowance for a family of five is 
but $20 per month — $1 a week per 
person to sustain life. The Main 
Line can and must provide this 
sum. 

As Charles M. Schwab said this 
week, there arc no longer any 
"rich" people. All who have jobs 
and are able to scrape along with 
a little more than the barest neces- 
sities are rich, and to those, as well 
as the more wealthy, this appeal is 
directed. j 

A contribution of $20 will sus- 
tain some family for an entire 
month; $140, which the great ma-| 
jority of citizens can spare, will 
carry one family until November. 

Starvation must not stalk 
through our beautiful communi- 
ties.

Views on Merging 

To the Editor of "Our Town:" 

It is amusing to one who only- 
stands on the sidelines to read col- 
umn after column of factional argu- 
ments by a few aspirants after use- 
less political positions. What place 
should there be in this Borough for 
such factionalism. What recognition 
has anyone here ever received from 
the County or ever will? In thirty 
years of political history here Char- 
ley Caldwell was the only real leader 
I can recall, and that no doubt was 
why John Caldwell once got a State; 
appointment and was remembered by 
Mr. Johnson. 

What have our politicians to say 
about the proposition of selling our 
birthright for a probable mess of pot- 
tage for a suggested saving of $75,- 

000 and having the Eighth Grade pu- 
pils sent to Ardmore? 

Reports in Our Town tell us a meet- 
ing presumably of the Parent-Teach- 
ers' Association, was held February 
25 to see if means could be found to 
send them there. If it were possible 

1 would heartily favor that. The 
attendance at this meeting was 
reported as 50 or 150. At that 
meeting Mr. Burns brought along 
his steam-roller and organized an 
Oiling Committee. They have it 
traveling fast and have pub- 
lished an estimate of saving $15,000 
on Borough taxes, but no estimate yet ] 
of the saving on School taxes. This! 
was presented to the Lower Merion j 
Commissioners with the request that j 
they take no action thereon. j 

They will next proceed by drawing i 
up a petition to the Court to annul! 
our Charter, and apparently expect 
to canvass the town for signatures 
which they expect to obtain easily. 
Some people suppose we would have 
to vote on the proposal. One cannot 
believe this Committee intends to end 
our Borough without plenty of time 
for consideration and discussion in a 
matter of vital importance. Having 
given a large part of our money to 
our trusted bankers for developments 
around the Township, shall we also 
give them what we have left? No 
one knows what the result would be. 

According to the Committee's re- 
port $15,000 could be saved on Bor- 
ough taxes. My guess would be that 
less than $30,000 would be saved on j 
School taxes. The total probably less j 
than $45,000 instead of $75,000. This j 
would be an average saving of less 
than $33 a year per house. Give us 
some light on what this saving may 
cost us. If we go back to the Town- 
ship will our Playground and Com- 
munity Building belong to them? We 
spend about $5800 a year for this pur- 
pose and $2500 on libraries; altogeth- 
er $8300, against which the Town- 
ship is scheduled with $1300 for Play- 
ground and $2000 for Libraries, or 
$3300. What reason is there to sup- 
pose the Township would pay any- 
thing? The Fire Company built a 
Council Chamber and receive $800 a 
year. The Borough also spends $5400 
for Fire Protection, or $6200, against 
which the Township is scheduled to 
pay $6000. There is no reason to 
suppose the Township would appro- 
priate more than is given other fire 
companies. How much would that 
be? Is there any reason to suppose 



Banality 

"Just what is it that you think 
clergymen are selling Sir vagrant?" 
writes a gentleman of the cloth in 
comment on The Vagrant's recent ref- 
erence to Easter sermons. It was the 
use of the word "selling" in connec- 
tion with the pulpit that troubled the 
reverend gentleman, and, quite natur- 
ally, he made some reference to Bruce 
Barton, whom he characterized as "an- 
other business man who has written a 
business man's manual of religion." 
The Vagrant deserved all he got there, 
and he believes that he is fully aware 
of the devastating implications of his 
reverence's irony. The Vagrant has 
always detested the tendency to apply 
the verb "to sell" in all its persons 
and tenses to all the contacts of life. 
The so-called service organizations, 
those hand-clasping, song-singing, 
back-slapping and boot-licking lunch 
clubs, started it about 15 years ago, 
and it went over big during ballyhoo 
decade which is now ended. The Va- 
grant apologizes for the slip by which 
that jargon got into this column a 
few weeks ago, and he gratefuly sa- 
lutes the keen clerical mind which ex- 
posed the banality. 

Easter Sermons 

Whenever The Vagrant hears a 
poor sermon on Easter Sunday he al- 
ways thinks that there must have 
been lack of time spent in prepara- 
tion and it has caused him to compare 
the clergyman in that respect with 
the business man, who usually 
leaves no ounce of preparation or pre- 
caution unused when he is planning 
for any great opportunity in his af- 
fairs. What greater opportunity does 
the whole Christian year offer to the 
clergyman than that Easter morning 
sermon? What greater message is 
there in the \vhole Christian pro- 
gram? How can any man, who has 
been called to preach, who has been 
trained in that vocation and who 
knows of the piteousness of human 
life here on earth, fail to prepare him- 
self adequately and completely, re- 
gardless of the time and effort in- 
volved, to pour out to his people on 
Easter morning the great message of 
the resurrection? Doubtless many, 
even most clergymen do, but in The 
Vagrant's personal experience it can- 
not be said that all of them always 
do. Is not The Vagrant charitable 
when he ascribes the failure to lack 
of preparation? Another might think 
it was due to lack of belief. 
Food 

One enters a restaurant of any kind 
any day, glances at the menu, asks 
for food, and it is brought to him. 
One comes home at night to his cus- 
tomary place at the dinner table and 
forthwith food appears. It may be 
good food, deliciously prepared and ex- 
quisitely served. It may be merely 
something to eat, and not particularly 
enjoyable; but sustenance it is, and 
its regular appearance three or more 
times a day, when and usually as 
wanted, often engages The Vagrant's 
grateful thought. He thinks of the 
birds in the garden and of the wild 
animals he has seen, how nearly all 
their waking hours are filled with the 
intense occupation of finding food. So 
it would be with mankind if he had 
not organized his food supplies. But 
even with such organization perfect- 
ed and with the wherewithal to com- 
mand its service for himself, it seems 
to The Vagrant to be an amazingly 
wonderful achievement. When he con- 
siders the long line of human skill 
and effort which raised, transported, 
prepared and provided that food for 
him and placed it at precisely the 
riejht time exactly in front of him on 
the table, he feels very humble, in- 
deed. 

Professionalism 

Professionalism, self-conscious and 
deli-assertive, is one of the most un- 
crrdurable affectations that really in- 
telligent people fall prey to. Soldiers, 
physicians, lawyers, (.newspapermen, 
Southerners, Westerners, New Eng- 
enders, or any of the other interest- 
ing groups into which people are bred 
by birth or by occupation, are all at- 
tractive enough in their way. They 
all have good and valuable points. But 
let any member of any one of those 
groups become self-conscious about it 
and he will then instinctively develop 
in himself and assert the worst traits 
of his group. The soldier becomes a 
swashbuckling bully; the physician a 
petty tyrant; the lawyer a ponderous, 
vaporing ass; the newspaper man a 
cynical liar; and the Southerners, the 
Westerners and the Yankees, when 
they go professional (God pardon the 
thought), they should be drawn and 
quartered because of their base por- 
trayal of the really excellent parts of 
the country which they so grossly mis- 
represent.

Much Ability Manifested in Third Annual 
Art Exhibition at Montgomery Day School 



The third annual exhibition of work 
done by members of Montgomery 
Country Day School's Art Depart- 
ment opened yesterday at three 
o'clock. 

A large number of parents attend- 
ed the exhibition, which seemed to be 
much more colorful than previously. 
Francis J. Quirk, the Director of 
Arts; attributes this to the more 
cheerful aspect of the studio, which 
was rebuilt and more fully equipped 
last fall. 

In the several hundred pieces 
shown, divisions were made to include 
charcoal, watercolor, pastel, linoleum 
block, crayon, pencil, oil, sculpture 
and mechanical drawing, poster de- 
sign, color theory and anatomy. 

The exhibition had two very dis- 
tinct parts, for the large south wall 
was covered with the traveling exhi- 
bition which brought so much honor 
to Montgomery recently. This group, 
representative of work done before 
January by grades from fourth to 
senior high, was exhibited in the 
Rhode Island School of Design Mus- 
eum and in the Massachusetts School 
of Fine Art Galleries. 

The work of about seventy boys is 
included and, with ages varying from 
eight to seventeen, one is surprised at 
the versatility and competitive creat- 
ive ability displayed. 

Among the fourth class boys George 
Harding, of Wynnewood, stands out 
as the draughtsman, which Robert 
Weller and John Curtiss come close 
behind. Prentiss Kent, of Ardmore, 
and Percival Harris, of Haverford, 
are prominent as colorists, while Wil- 
liam Bohlen, of Bryn Mawr, finds an 
excellent medium between drawing 
and painting. His "Seaside Series" 
attracted much attention for its splen- 
did color and grandiose views. 

As last yzr.r Pemberton Drinker, of 
Merion, holds down honors in the fifth 
class. His sense of the dramatic is 
exercised considerably in his "Last 
Flight," with its falling airplane and 
parachute-jumper. Daniel Bettle, of 
Glachvyne, and Harold Connett, of 
Haverford; David Place, of Wayne, 
and George Bartol, of Wynnewood, 
all have work which indicates cour- 
age of conviction. 

The sixth grade has many strong 
workers. David Clark, of Cynwyd, 
has a skillful painting of a cruiser 
speeding through green-blue, white- 
capped waves. Thomas Godfrey, of 
Ardmore, shows a series of types of 
boats, cars and airplanes, while Dav- 
id Rockwell, of Radnor, displays a 
rather whimsical group of drawings 
(in color) of various deep-sea fish. 

Ben LeBoutillier, of Paoli, and Ar- 
thur Wheeler, of Wynnewood, both 
display a sensitivity in their draw- 
ings and paintings that excited favor- 
able comment. John Swartley, Thom- 
as Sears and La 'Rue Munson's char- 



acteristically neat drawings were 
much admired. 

The advanced classes are dominat- 
ed by the "four horsemen," Alfred H. 
Liippincott, of Haverford; . Daviu 
Longmaid, of Bryn Mawr; Grellet 
Gibbons-Neft', of Wynnewood, and 
Lawrence Lafore, of Penn Valley. 
Rivalry seems to have kept these four 
boys working at a furious pace, for 
their works practically fill an entire 
wall of the huge gymnasium. 

Lippincott certainly gets honors for 
his originality, for use of line in draw- 
ing, and for his decidedly modernistic 
tendencies. This tendency can bu 
traced through earlier charcoal draw- 
ings up to his series of cubistic heads 
and to his unique character study of 
Greta Garbo. 

In Longmaid there is a certain sta- 
bility of draughtsmanship and re- 
fined sense of color and mass rela- 
tionship that is quite unique in a boy 
of thirteen years. His skillful and 
carefuly constructed figure sketches 
are a forte, as are also some of his 
sensitive color compositions. 

Gibbons-Neff, while somewhat jerky 
in his technique, shows the necessary 
ability to stick to a thing until he has 
it. After studying his large paint- 
ing, "The Race," one will realize that 
his effects are deliberate and arrived 
at only after real work. 

Lafore, satirical and observing, re- 
cords a tea party in which one youth- 
ful matron does her best to out-talk 
another. A more finished technique 
would help his work. 

John Harrison, Corbit Davis, Wal- 
ter Judd, John Peck, Ernest Biddle 
and John Pfeffer are newcomers in 
this advanced group and bid fair to 
surpass the "Four" in a year or two. 

Biddle and Davis are outstanding 
for fine delineation, while Judd and 
Peck and Harrison are painters at 
heart, as is witnessed by their large 
paintings: "Bluenose," Judd; "Har- 
mony in Grey-Green," Park, and 
"Overlooking the Valley," by Harri- 
son. 

Another branch newly organized 
this year is the Saturday morning oil 
painting class. Morris Lloyd, of Ard- 
more, is outstanding here as a 
thoughtful painter of form. Lippin- 
cott has his oils attuned to his mod- 
ernistic tendencies, Longmaid's are 
serious and somewhat heavy. 

Ewing Walker, whose work is firm- 
ly modern, also exhibits with this 
group. 

Cameron Macleod, of Paoli; Abbott 
Mead, of Narberth, and Lafore com- 
plete the list of exhibitors of oils. 

Unquestionably superior in mechan- 
ical drawing are Austin Sharpless 
and Asbury Coward, of Wynnewood. 

Miss Ann C. Almy, of Ardmore, 
and Mrs. Gibson Bell, of Wynnewood, 
acted as hostesses. Tea was served 
from three to five o'clock in the gym- 
nasium. 



American Spirit Analyzed in New Book by 

Dr. Arthur Hobson Quinn, of Cynwyd 



Dr. Arthur Hobson Quinn, profes 
sor of English at the University of 
Pennsylvania, has published many 
books on English and American lit- 
erature. 

But it was just an accident that he 
did not become an historian instead 
of an English professor, and it is to 
the field of history that he turns his 
attention in his latest book, "The Soul 
of America," which has just been 
published by the University of Penn- 
sylvania Press. 

In this volume, Dr. Quinn, who 
lives on Pembroke road, Cynwyd, 
draws a picture of American insti- 
tutions and indicates the responsibili- 
ties facing this country as a world 
power. 

Dr. Quinn believes that history is 
shaped, to a large extent, by great 
men and that the time is ripe for a 
reaction against the debunking style 
of history which achieved a consid- 
erable vogue of late years. Also while 
not under estimating the importance 
of economic forces, he feels that they 
are of less significance in determin- 
ing the history of a nation than are 
its outstanding leaders. 

"Liberalism is a particular hobby 
of mine," said Dr. Quinn, when inter- 
viewed this week, "and I have laid 
considerable stress upon it in the 
book. I have tried to show that 
America is a liberal country and to 
explain the liberal position." 

That Dr. Quinn is a liberal in prac- 
tice as well as in theory is illustrat- 
ed by the fact that he was one of 
the leaders in the movement to give 
the A. B. degree at Penn without re- 
quiring Greek fourteen years ago. 
Last year Latin was also dropped as 
a requirement for an A. B. 

From 1912 to 1922 Dr. Quinn was 
dean of the College faculty and dur- 
ing the war years many students en- 
tering the service came into the Dean's 
office to say good-bye. It is to these 
sons of Pennsylvania that "The Soul 
of America" is dedicated and partly 
because of them that it was written. 

During his undergraduates days at 



Penn Dr. Quinn wrote for the New 
York Times and was editor-in-chief 
of the Red and Blue, college daily. 
He recalled one time when he had to 
write an article for the TIMES on 
the Penn crew, which he proceeded to 
do without ever seeing them row. 

After his graduation in 1894 he be- 
came an instructor in mathematics 
and English at the University. The 
year 1897-98 he spent studying abroad 
at the University of Munich. He was 
appointed an assistant professor of 
English in 1904 and a professor in 
1908. 

Dr. Quinn looks back upon the ten 
years he spent as Dean of the College 
as a very worth while, but often diffi- 
cult, experience. He told of one of 
his hardest jobs as dean, which was 
keeping a crowd of students out of a 
building after a football victory, when 
they were bent on destruction as a 
form of celebration. "College men 
are usually easy to handle," he said, 
"when appealed to in the right way. 
Of course, I couldn't have stopped 
them," he remarked with a smile, "if 
they had decided to force their way 
into the building. But as a last resort 
I had stationed the janitor with the 
fire hose behind the door and they 
would have gotten a good drenching. 
The janitor was the most disappoint- 
ed man of the lot when the tumult 
subsided, not having had a chance to 
use the hose." 

Dr. Quinn, who has written about 
fifty articles for the Yale, Review, 
Scribner's, and other magazines, .is 
the author of two histories of the 
American drama, of "Pennsylvania 
Stories," and has edited numerous 
books, plays and anthologies. He is 
the specialist on American Play- 
wrights for the Dictionary of Amer- 
ican Biography.

Stressed by Peters 

Two Hundred Republican 

Women Workers Attend 

Luncheon Monday 

HESS PRAISES PETERS 

Repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and diversion of enormous Pro- 
hibition expenditures in channels for 
the relief of unemployment was advo- 
cated by Assemblyman Fred C. Peters, 
of Ardmore, at a luncheon meeting of 
the Republican Women's Campaign 
Committee at Green Hill Farms Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Approximately 200 Republican 
women workers of Lower Merion 
Township and the Borough of Nar- 
berth attended the luncheon. 

Mrs. Theodore E. Benade, of Cyn- 
wyd, presided. She introduced Blrs. 
Mabelle M- Kirkbride, former State 
representative, who presented the 
speakers. 

Mrs. Peters, who is Republican 
candidate for renomination as Rep- 
resentative from the First Assembly 
District of Montgomery County, said 
there would be no straddling or pussy- 
footing on the part of the Regular 
Organization candidates in regards 
to prohibition. 

"Unequivocally," said Mr. Peters, 
"we stand for the repeal of the Eight- 
eenth Amendment." 

Mr. Peters stated that he was con- 
vinced the all-consuming ai'.d isatijnal 
problem was prohibition. 

"I believe the great experiment of 
prohibition has gotten bey-nd our con- 
trol. Like the oil well gusher, it 
should be capped before further dam- 
age is done. Money that is now be- 
ing spent to enforce prohibition 
should be used to relieve our unem- 
ployment conditions," he concluded. 

In her opening remarks Mrs. Be- 
nade said it was a distinct honor to 
welcome those attending the meeting. 

"We are all intensely interested in 
this affair," she said, "as a moans of 
furthering an organization of mutual 
politcal interests. Our interests have 
prospered for many years under the 
leadership of a gentleman whose fore- 



most thought has been our own good. 
This, alone, is sufficient evidence of 
his wisdom."

(Continued from Page 
credit Mr. Noel with being the great- 
est single influence which has plan- 
ned, directed and organized the Nar- 
berth Fire Department to first rank 
on the Main Line, and to such a rat- 
ing of reliable efficiency that hiar- 
berth now enjoys the lowest fire-in- 
surance rates in this vicinity. Mr. 
Noel's personal devotion to the Fire 
Company, literally to the exclusion of 
all else, his personal and constant 
supervision of all details of the fire 
fighting equipment and personnel 
have been so long permanent and re- 
liable factors in the life of the com- 
munity as to be taken for granted. 
The result is that Narberth residents, 
awakened in the night by the fire 
alarm, give no more thought to the 
outcome than do those who live under 
the protection of paid t firemen in the 
cities. For years Mr. Noel has been a 
generous contributor to all good causes 
and the friend of the needy.

Mortice Dances, Greatest of English Folk Dances, 16th Century 

Plays, Maypole and Revels to Feature Affair 

May 6th and 7th

Time will be turned back three and 
a quarter centuries at Bryn Mawr 
College on May 6th and 7th, when 
the students present their traditional 
Elizabethan May Day — a fete given 
with such painstaking attention to 
detail and authenticity of plays, 
dances, and village characters and 
costuming that it is possible to pro- 
duce it only once in four years. 

The Bryn Mawr campus, with its 
ancient trees and wide greens, its 
nooks and hollows, its Gothic build- 
ings with ivy-covered walls and its 
Cloister garden, provides an ideal 
background, a natural stage, for the 
16th century plays, maypole, coun- 
try and Morrice dances, and other 
revels of which the fete consists. It 
would' be hard to find in this country 
another place so much in keeping with 
the spirit of the Elizabethans as Bryn 
Mawr, another setting so beautifully 
adapted to the task of bringing the 
past to vivid life again. 

May Day will open on the after- 
noon of Friday, May 6th, with a page- 
ant that forms outside Pembroke 
Arch, moves through this ivy-covered 
gateway, past Taylor Hall and so to 
Merion Green.

The day's events are divided into 
two parts — the dances, revels and 
play of "St. George and the Dragon," 
on the Green, that continue through- 
out the afternoon, and plays, each 
presented three times during the af- 
ternoon, in various hollows and nat- 
ural stages on the campus, at 3.30, 
4.30 and 5.30 o'clock. The plays to 
be presented are "A Midsummer 
Nights Dream," "The Old Wives' 
Tale," the play of "Robyn Hoode," as 
arranged for the first May Day in 
1900 by Miss Elizabeth T. Daly, of 
the Class of 1901, the Forest of Ar- 
den scene from "As You Like It," and 
"The Masque of Flowers." 

The Green is one of the most inter- 
esting of all the colorful scenes to be 
presented, some three hundred charac- 
ters taking part. Such dances as the 
"Hundson House," named for a Manor 
at which Elizabeth once stopped; 
"The Slip" and "Oranges and Lem- 
ons" will be given, followed by the 
Revesby Sword Play and Dance by 
sailors of Elizabeth's navy, in which 
will appear characters with the inter- 
esting names of "Pickel Herring," 
"Blue Breeches," "Pepper Breeches," 
"Ginger Breeches" and "Mr. All- 
spice." The "Sleights," an ancient 
and very difficult sword dance, is here 
introduced. This play and dance arc 
from Lincolnshire and were given by 
the Plow Boys and Morrice Dancers 
of Revesby toward the end of the 
18th century. 

In ancient days May Day was the 
great holiday for milkmaids and 
chimney sweeps. In fact, it was the 
chimney sweeps' only holiday. They 
and their Jack-in-the-Green will 
"dance for ha'pence" and the milk- 
maids and their lads will foot it to 
"Gathering Peascods," "Jamaica" and 
other old tunes, while their cow looks 
on in wonder and amaze. Upon one 
May Day some few years ago the 
milkmaids' cow attempted to take part 
in a dance and was restrained only 
after some little effort. There will 
also be tumbling, singing, bag-piping 
and bear-baiting and Elizabethan 
country dances, such as have not been 
seen this many a long year. 

These dances, which include such 
old-fashioned ones as "Parson's Fare- 
well," "Oranges and Lemons," "The 
Old Mole," "Newcastle" and "29th of 
May," were popular from court to 
cottage in Elizabeth's day. Most of 
the dances have songs to accompany 
them, the words of which were often 
adapted to fit some timely political or 
other event. 

The "29th of May" is a dance re- 
named to celebrate the restoration of 
Charles II to the throne of England, 
the 29th of the month becoming a 
holiday and for a time taking the 
place of the first as May Day. The 
day is still observed in rural England 
and is known as Royal Oak Day be- 
cause Charles, fleeing after the bat- 
tle of Worcester, took refuge in the 
leafy branches of an oak. 

The dances of the Morrice Men are, 
however, the greatest of all old Eng- 
lish folk dances and the most difficult 
of execution. Morrice dancing prob- 
ably had its origin as part of a pagan 
religious festival at the advent of 
Spring, and in spite of the efforts of 
early Christian missionaries to do 
away with it, it has survived to this 
day, and is still danced upon May 
Day in certain parts of England. 

In the 17th century it was banned 
with maypoles and other "stynking
